SCRAP OF PAPER 


One great disappointment of the 
session of the Alberta House, was the 
failure of the Government to relieve 
against the decision of the Public Util¬ 
ities Commission. General Stewart 
member for Lethbridge in support of 
his resolution put up a splendid fight 
and gave a forceful speech in which he 
asked for a return of the old gas 
rates, as was signed by the many con¬ 
sumers along the line with the gas 
company at 35c. This is a matter of 
honor between the company, the gov¬ 
ernment and the consumer, as the con¬ 
sumers signed in good faith and have 
not broken their contract, while the 
company appear to have, by the charg¬ 
ing of 48 cents, now being'collected by 
them through their agents. Dr. Stew¬ 
art urged that the Utilities Board be 
shorn of such power, when it concerns 
so large a number of people, as both 
homes and industries suffer for the 
sake of the big wealthy company that 
has grown rich at the expense of the 
poor gas consumer. Hon. George 
Hoadley supported the resolution, and 
gave a forceful speech in behalf of the 
gas consumers.

Others come to inspect the 
lifts, the boilers, the heating plant, 
the lavatories, the building in general. 
Still others demand to see that the 
minimum wage scale is posted up in a 
conspicuous place where the employ¬ 
ees can see it. If you have some 
change made in the wiring of your 
shop or house an inspector must needs 
come to pass upon it. Other inspec¬ 
tors come around to see about the 
pool rooms, about the amusement tax, 
about the income tax. “’’These are but 
a few of the many appointees of the 
federal or provincial governments,.who 
travel through the country to see that 
the laws they have managed to get 
thiough parliament are being obeyed. 
There was at the outset some plaus¬ 
ible public reason for the Acts but the 
centre was a salary for someone—then 
mere salaries, plus travelling expen¬ 
ses. Every one of these reforms mean 
the creation of a new- department or 
branch of an old department, at Ot¬ 
tawa or Edmonton. It all adds to the 
public expenditure and the cost of 
living and the harassment of business 
men. Some day, perhaps—. 


THE BREAD INDUSTRY

The 
permanent merchant, through large 
buying capacity, intelligent cost sys¬ 
tems and years of association with 
manufacturers and wholesalers, is 
more than able to meet the price com¬ 
petition of the peddler. Patronize the 
permanent merchants of this .town 
not only for your own protection, but 
for the good of our town and the pros¬ 
perity f its citizens. 


LIGHT HOUSES BY “TUNING IN’ 


Fr. Maurioe Beckett, O. B. E., a 
Westminster priest, of London, Eng¬ 
land, declares the day will come when 
householders will “tune in” to the 
wireless station to light their homes. 
He is carrying on research work with 
high frequency currents which, he 
said, offer peihaps the widest field for 
electrical discovery, in an effort to 
perfect the already known means by 
which lamps may be lighted and heat 
generated by means of wireless. Fa¬ 
ther Beckett can already do these 
things in his laboratory at compara¬ 
tively short distances. He can light 
an Ordinary electric glob*' by means of 
wireless at a distance of four or five 
feet. But the problem is to accom¬ 
plish this feat at great distances. He 
has the use of an up-to-date labora¬ 
tory, in which he has improved on 
some of the apparatus invented in re¬ 
cent years. His Tesla transformer is 
capable of developing half a mllion 
volts. He has visited some of the 
great scientific laboratories of Eng¬ 
land and many on the continent, and 
is personally acquainted with many of 
the leading scientists of the electrical 
world. As he is a Westminster Ca¬ 
thedral chaplain, he is handicapped by 
lack of time, and is only able to pro¬ 
ceed with his experiments in his spare 
moments. 


BRITISH BOYS ANXIOUS TO COME 


END OF OLD GERMAN CURRENCY 


The most extraordinary chapter of 
paper money enflation in the world’s 
history may be considered formally 
at an end, says the New York Times, 
now that the German Reichsbank has 
called in the old paper currency for 
exchange into the new paper reichs¬ 
marks. “Between now and July 5 
one new reichfmlark will be delivered 
on presentation of old paper currency 
for one trillion marks face value. Af¬ 
ter July 5 the old paper marks will 
simply be demonetized.” It is recalled 
that between 1914 and the end of last 
year the nominal value of the old Ger¬ 
man currency had risen from two bil¬ 
lion marks to 1,549 quadrillion, or, to 
put it differently, a dollar was worth 
four and a half paper marks before 
the war and five trillion, marks last 
year. This is a world’s record for cur¬ 
rency depreciation, The famous French 
revolutionary assignats were only de¬ 
preciated to around one per cent, o t 
their gold value before demonetization 
and even the Russian Soviet ruble on¬ 
ly fell to one-twenty-mi’lionth part of 
its old value. But the German mark, 
“even when it was ‘stabilized’ a year 
ago, stood at one-trillionth of its nor¬ 
mal gold valuation.” The collecting 
of the old paper currency up to the 
quadrillion and quintillion marks is 
not such an impossible task as we 
might think. 


Many applications are being receiv¬ 
ed by the Overseas Settlement Board 
from British youths who are anxious 
to come to Alberta to learn agricul¬ 
ture undpr the Hoadley scheme. Dur¬ 
ing the winter season just closed some 
60 young men were trained iat Ver¬ 
milion school of agriculture under this 
scheme. Next session it is pinned to 
distribute the young men who may 
come among the three schools at Ver¬ 
milion, Olds and Claresholm, with a 
new arrangement with the overseas 
settlement board with respect to a 
share of the cost. 


SESSION ADJOURNS 


The session of the Alberta Legisla¬ 
ture which has been in progress since 
the latter part of February, adjourned 
^ on Good Friday evening till some time 
I in June or later, to meet again to deal 
I with the northern railway situation 
j According to the agreement which is 
to be made between the two transcon¬ 
tinental railway companies regarding 
the operation of' the line into the 
Peace River country and its extension 
‘hrough to give connection with lines 
to tidewater. Several bills were also 
left over for consideration at the ad¬ 
journed session. Sixty-five bills were 
given assent to.

ROADS 


A few years ago 70 per cent, of the 
bread we ate was made in the homes; 
now only 35 per cent, of it is made 
there. In the last decade, we read in 
The Bache Review, (New York), the 
banking industry has developed amaz¬ 
ingly. In 1923, it seems 38,323,000,- 
000 loaves of broad were delivered In ■ 
American homes by baking companies.' 
The stocks of a number of baking con¬ 
cerns are now listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange. A few months ago 
a baking corporation was formed With j 
an authorized capital two-thirds as 
great as that of the United States 
Steel Corporation. Acording to cen¬ 
sus figures, the value of baking pro¬ 
ducts in 1914 was $500,000,000. In' 
seven ybars it increased to $1,000,000,- j 
000 and it is now estimated to be 
about $1,500,000,000 annually. <\ | 


This year upward 'of $547,000 will 
be spent on income account on roads, 
bridges and ferries. This, with the 
expenditure on capital account, will 
make a total of $2,700,000 for high¬ 
way construction and improvement, 
says the Calgary Herald The exper¬ 
ience of last year has led the depart¬ 
ment of public works to insist that 
contractors finish their \Vork a mile 
at a time, so as to prevent the awk¬ 
wardness to travelers of long stretches 
being tom up and mode practically 
impassable. This programme of road 
work which is to be carried on for 
some years yet, will give Alberta 
road system that will compare favor¬ 
ably with those of other provinces and 
adjoining states. 


It occcurs to several editors that in 
the drop" in the price of wheat the far¬ 
mer loses comparatively little, since 
most of his crop has been sold. As 
the Norfolk Virginian-Pilot puts it, 
“the big losers will be the speculators, 
and the big gainers will be consumers 
who were everywhere threatened with 
increases in the price of bread be¬ 
cause of the rapid speculative advance 
in grain.’’ "At any rate, concludes the 
St. Joseph News-Press “the situation 
is one that keeps the wheat trader 
guessing and the wheat pit is a good 
place for the small-fry trader to omit 
from his business calls. If determined 
however, to ggt a run for his money, 
he has every chance of breaking all 
speed records.” The wheat market 
counsels the Philadelphia Record, “had 
better be left to the hardened old war 
horses with large bank-rolls. It is no 
sort of game for tenderfoot and men 
on modest salaries who hanker to get 
ahead fast.

ARTIFICIAL MANURE MARKET REPORT JOIN 


The Huronian Prospectors Ltd. have 
taken over the McDoug-all-Seg-ur Oil 
Co., well at Black Diamond and pl^ns 
are being made to drill a well. They 
own the lese on the west half of Sec¬ 
tion 12-20-3-4. The (Alberta Illinois 
well is on a lease of 20 acres that the 
old company sold some years ago. 
Their holdings lie across the road al¬ 
lowance from Royalite No. 4 and not 
far from the Vulcan Oil Co.’s lease. 


Quietness prevails at the Blackie 
grain elevators and the elevator mana¬ 
gers are enjoying well-paerited rest. 
Shipments have been few during April 
and no grain is now being received. 
According to late reports issued by 
the C. P. R. division at Lethbridge, 
there were shipped from Blackie 848,- 
000 bushels of grain, while from Brant 
there were shipped 676,000 bushels 
and Ensign 626,000 bushels. 


Stfaw Treated with Chemicals Equal 
to Barnyard "Manure. 

The term “artificial manure” has 
been applied to a product -resulting 
from the treatment of straw by cer¬ 
tain chemicals. The outstanding fea¬ 
ture of the methods is the conversion 
of straw into manure without being 
first used as a feed or litter for stock 
—the rotting down of the straw be¬ 
ing brought about, as in the case of 
ordinary manure, by bacteria which in 
this process are nourished and encour¬ 
aged by the chemicals added to the 
straw. These bacteria are ever pres¬ 
ent -in the air and therefore there is 
no necessity to purchase or otherwise 
procure a special culture. In order tfo 
accomplish their useful work on the 
straw it is merely necessary that they 
should have a certain amount of sol¬ 
uble nitrogenous food (supplied by 
the chemical, sulphate of ammonia), 
moisture and air. The investigatory 
work which led to the devising of a 
practical process for making this ar- 
1 ificial manure was carried out at the j 
Rothamsted Experiment Station 
(England) during the latter years of 
the World War, when the general 
principles involved and more or less 
of the details of the process were dis¬ 
cussed in the agricultural press by the 
authorities of that Station. 

More recently the Rothamsted Ex¬ 
perimental Station has patented the 
process, with a view of building up a 
fun-to be .devoted to further research 
work. This action renders it impos¬ 
sible for us to give the details and di- 
I rections as issued by Rothmsted. 

| However, the U.S. Department of Ag-I 
I riculture following up with expert- 1 
i mental work the earlier published ac- 
I counts of This method has made pub- 
| lie that the addition of 100 pounds of 
I amonium sulphate and 100 pounds 
I lime po each ton of stt;aw, will give 
", satisfactory results—a manurelike 
I substance of distinct fertilizer value. 

I The materials, sulphate of amonia 
and lime, may be scattered on the 
straw as it comes from the thresher, 
the straw being kept moist by a 
i stream of water. If the straw is al¬ 
ready piled or stacked, the “manure” 

‘ can be made by sprear "ng on the 
ground a layer of straw, say, of two 
feet or thereabouts in thickness, and 
broadcasting over it the requisite 
amount of sulphate and lime, thor¬ 
oughly moistening the mass and re¬ 
lating the procedure until the heap 
has reached a height of say, eight or 
ten feet, above which it is not con¬ 
venient to work. If there are no ready 
means to renew moisture from time 
to time, and there is reason to think 
that the rainfall will not be sufficient 
to supply the water lost by evapora¬ 
tion, the'heap should be covered with 
soil. 

' It is stated that the conversion of 
the straw into the resultant manure¬ 
like material will take from three to 
six months, that the loss of plant food 
during this period is less than that 
which takes place in the rotting of 
manure, and that this, “straw and sul¬ 
phate” manure*is practically equal in 
crop production to ordinary barnyard 
manure. But the evidence to date is 
necessarily limited and the whole mat¬ 
ter cannot be said to have passed thp 
erperimental stage. 

Essentially, this is a method for 
making humus, or a humus-like ma¬ 
terial, the nitrogen of which has been 
supplied by added sulphate of ammon¬ 
ia. It is a process which might have 
a practical value for the utilization of 
straw in districts in which, it can be 
used neither as a feed nor a litter for 
live stock and in which climatic condi¬ 
tions are favourable to the rotting of 
straw.

Sugar beets produced in Alberta 
experimentally have -passed a very 
successful test at the hands of the 
i chemists of the Utah-Idaho Sugar 
• Company, which arc erecting a sugar 
. refinery at Raymond, in the southern* 
[ part of the province. The analysis 
. showed that the Alberta beet produced 
■ 18,43 per cent of sugar—an average 
, well above factory practice. That 
plant will be in operation in time to 
; handle this year's crop. The company 
i plans to use 75,000 tons or more of 
the 1926 yield.

Grain—Over a great portion of Al¬ 
berta the active preparations for the 
next grain crop are driving out inter¬ 
est in the prices on last year’s harvest. 
The land in the south has-been in til¬ 
lable condition for the past week and 
seeding area is extnding northward 
into central Alberta rapidly. 

Cream—All western prices un¬ 
changed; receipts increasing slowly 
and with a lot of poor cows produc¬ 
tion will be a little late in reaching 
peak. Creamery Butter—Market un¬ 
changed, but usual uncertainty of 
springtime about pros # ts - Dairy 
Butter—Receipts very light and prices 
unchanged. Cheese—Market firm and 
unchanged. 

Eggs—Prices unchanged, on basis 
of 22c for extras at central markets; 
government grading regulations like¬ 
ly to bring down prices; producers 
should, market eggs so that best possi¬ 
ble grading may be secured. Poultry 
—Light demand for Easter holidays, 
but no change in prices. 

I Potatoes—Spring veather bringing 
more locals on Calgary market and all 
prices lower. A grade now quoted 
around $35; P. E. I. imports selling at 
$40. 

Hay—Nothing new in hay trade, but 
deliveries are slow in many districts 
owing to bad roads; no flurries need 
be looked for from now on unless 
roads get,bad with spring rains.

Plans for a vigorous and cinicentra- 
ted campaign to secure memberships 
among the larmors of Alberta, for the 
Dairy, Liyc Stock and Poultry Pools 
now in progress of organization, were 
formulated at a series of meetings 
held in Edmonton during the past- 
three days. The dates for this drive 
have been set for Uie period from 
June 8th to 28tfc "next, and the whole 
province will be covered by the cam¬ 
paign to secure signatures to the con¬ 
tracts for these new co-operative 
marketing- pools. Tire meetings cul¬ 
minated recently in a conference held 
between members of the Boards of the 
three pools and representatives of the 
press, when a full discussion took 
place over the plans for the publicity 
drive which will accompany the drive 
for memberships. After being given 
full information regarding the pools, 
the newspaper men present pledged 
their hearty support and gave helpful 
advice in regard to the proposed drive. 

Members of the Board of the pro¬ 
vincial Dairy Pool met with the direc¬ 
tors of the Central Alberta Dairy Pro¬ 
ducers Association of Alix, when the 
relationship between the two pools 
was discussed. It was finally decided 
that there would be a joint contract 
and that the Alix pool would market 
all the product received by them 
through the selling agency of the Pro¬ 
vincial Pool. The terms of the con¬ 
tract were discussed and agreed upon. 
The Alix pool will have representa¬ 
tion on the Selling Board of the Pro¬ 
vincial Pool in direct proportion to the 
percentage of produce they contribute. 
An active joint campaign through the 
Alix territory for memberships was 
also agreed on, it being decided that 
the methods of both pools would be 
fully explained, and that the produc¬ 
ers would have the option of joining 
either pool on the understanding, of 
course, that ultimately the product 
would be marketed through the same 
trade channels. 

Recently a joint meeting of the full 
Boards of the three Provincial Pools 
was held, when the dates for the drive 
for memberships was settled- as for 
June 8th to 28th. It has been found 
that -during the winter the road con¬ 
ditions were such that it was impos¬ 
sible to cover sufficient territory in a 
drive for memberships, therefore the 
early summer drive was decided on. 
Over 400 meetings were held during 
the winter,however,and in no case was 
the audience unsympathetic, and at all 
points canvassing committees were 
•set up. Some lOOO^canvassers are now 
ready with full information and copies 
of contracts, so that there will be no 
delay when the concentrated drive 
-starts in June.
